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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.182, filed on September 17, 2003, to 
change the name of the co-inventor for the above-identified application. 

The petition is DISMISSED .

Inventor 
Bajgar/Bergen must sign the declaration with both her former name and her current 
name.
